THE ARIOSTO I§ DESERTED. 


Captain ana ht Sailors Stay with 
the Stranded Vessel Off the North 
Carolina Shore amd Are Rescued by 
the Life-Savers, Who Finally Suc- 
ceed in Landing a Line — Sailors 
‘Who Take to the Small Boat Are 


Norfolk, Dee. 24.—[ Special. ]—The 
British steamship Ariosto, Captain Baines, 
bound from Galveston to Hamburg, was 
wrecked at 4 o’clock this morning six miles 
south of Hatteras, N. C., and twenty-one 
of the crew were drowned. Captain Baines 
and eight of the crew were saved by the 
heroic efforts of the Ocracoke life-saving 
crew, under Captain James Howard. 

Those who lost their lives attempted to 
reach the shore in a small boat, which was 
swamped shortly after it put off from the 
ship. Captain Baines and the eight men 
remained aboard and were landed by the 
life-savers in the breeches buoy, but not 
until after a struggle which lasted all dey. 

Wrecking tugs are on the way from here 
to the scene of the wreck, and if they reach 
the stranded ship in time may save it, asthe 
wind tonight is in the wrecked vessel's favor. 


| Gale and a High Sea. | 

The Ariosto wreck is the worst on these 
shores since the German ship Elizabeth went 
ashore in 1876, when Atty-five people were 
drowned. 

Thick fogs have prevailed ine the Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina coasts for several 
days, and a number of vessels have narrow- 
ly escaped destruction. Last night, how- 
ever, the air was clear, but the wind aver- 
aged from forty to fifty miles an hour and 
the sea was furious around the point which 
has been désignated as the “‘ graveyard of 
American shipping.”’ 

The Ariosto, a vessel of 265 tons,/sailed 
from Galveston for Hamburg, via Norfolk, 
on Dec. 17, The skipper, Captain 
and his crew, consisting of twenty-nine men, 
were all British.

ARTHUR SHARP REACHES LONDON 

AFTER YEARS’ EXPLORATION. 


Discovére Country Ovesren by Canni-

“What prompted me to penetrate into 
Central Africa was that which prompts some 
men to travel—the longing for freshness 
and change. England's routine grated on 
me. The Old World was too civilized to pro- 
vide any adventure and the question where 
we should go came to us.) 

“Grogan had gone through the Matabele 
rebellion, and only a high pitch of excite- 
ment would satisfy him, so we decided on 
central Africa. There, we could combine 


thing was waiting to be discovered. There 
was at least a chance of gaining some knowl- 
edge that might assist the Cape to Cairo rail- 
way project. In our wildest dreams we pic- 
tured an unrivaled journey of adventure and 
to a certain extept we realized it. I 

“As a preliminary, we had a few weeks 
of rare sport in Mashonaland. There we 
dropped the cobwebs of civilized routine. 
From Chinde, at the mouth of the Zambesi 
River, we started on our northward and 
inward march into the héart of barbarism, 
and, as it turned out, of cannibalism. Lake 
Nyassa we reached by way of the River 
Shire, along the peninsula of British posses- 
sions, which cuts into the Portuguese terri- 
tory. It took us three weeks longer than 
we expected to reach Ujiji, on the German 
side of Lake Tanganyika, 


| Country Swarms with Cannibals. 
|” Pushing on we reached Lake Kiver, some 
thirty or forty miles further nerth from 
Middle Tanganyika. We saw no Congo State 
officials and the country ito the west of the 
German berders was in a state of utter 
disorganization. The westerly banks of 
Lake Tanganyika and the country for-miles 
to the north of it are overrun by cannibals 
of the most savage kind, They are known 
to exist for 3,000 square miles and number 
at least 10,000. Their gross barbarism and 
numerical strength prevented Grogan and 
myself from making. 
their country. 

‘Leaving them we | 

Mushari, having with wus 130 blacks, 100 
sheep, and 15 goats, | the country a 
many miles north of Lake Kiver is a lava

Grogan set out with a 
number of porters and Askaris and had not 
proceeded far when he came upon the grass

| Encounter Man Eaters. 

“They were engaged iin dancing, utter- 
ing meanwhile wild scteams. They were 
quite nude, of the negro type, but infinitely 
hideous, with long, oval faces, huge mouths, : 
and muscular bodies. |They were armed 
with bows and arrows and gave Grogan’s 
party a warm time for three days. Grogan 
had only a few soldiers with-him, but suc- 
cessfully kept the cannibal horde at bay. He 
managed to get a message to me, and, with 
all speed, I joined him, but by this time 
the cannibals had retreated. 

‘This was the first we had heard of their 
existence. So far as we could gather from 
the blacks these cannibals were originally 
West Congo rebel soldiers. They had come 
from the coast, and for generation after gen- 
eration had become more and more savage. 
The first cannibals were apparently Balaka 
people, who, in their @¢asterly march, fed 
on the original populati n of central easterly. 
Congo till now thefe is} scarcely a descend- 
ant of the original population left. | 

“We came upon heaps of dried human 
bones on our march northward, but, not 
aring to face the arrdws of thousands of 
cannibals, we made a detour. In the retreat 
the cannibals left a woman and two chil- 
dren. The woman's face resembled thatofa 
wild beast more than a human being, but 
the children were not Danirky so hideous. — 


Discover Unknown Lakes. 
_‘**In the Mushari country we came upon 
three hitherto unkno lakes, each about 
sixty-seven square miles in extent. The 
waters were brackish and unpalatable, but 
contained an abundance of fish. 

“The country between Kiver and the Al- 
bert Edward lakes is rough but fertile. 
There was no game of any kind to be seen 
and no animals of any size apparently can 
live in this region.

Protests from his co-religionists became 


so numerous that he was finally compelled to 
hire a hall to answer en bloc. This meeting 
was held yesterday. There were many pro- 
Boers in the audience, who made matters. 
uncomfortable for Mr. Hughes, showing 
that the nonconformist sentiment is greatly 
divided as to the justice of England’s cause. 

Still more serious is the case of Cardinal 
Vaughan, head of the English Catholic 


Church. He addressed a Christmas pastoral 
_ to the clergy of the diocese calling for pray- 
-ers for the killed and wounded. Unfortu- 


nately the Cardinal didn’t stop there. He 
described the war as justified on England’s 
part and ‘indorsed Balfour’s theory that 
otherwise the Boers would have proclaimed 
a republic throughout south Africa. 

As fully half the priests of the diocese are 
Irishmen and anti-jingo, the prelate’s 
pastoral raised no end of a rumpus. In sev- 
eral churches the priests declined to read 
the letter, merely giving extracts about the 
prayers for the dead and ignoring the Cardi- 
nal's pro-British assertions, 

Leading Liberal papers called the Cardi- 
nal to task, demanding to know whether he 
spoke from informatign or inspiration. 

This is only the beginning of the row, 
which cannot fail to grow lively when the 
Irish clergy begin talking back. Altogether, 
for the season of peace and good will, Christ- 
mas in England promises to be one of the 
liveliest om record among churchgoers. 


BRIEF REVOLT IN GUATEMALA. 


Third Attempt Since New Government 
Was Installed Is Promptly 
Put Down. 


GUATEMALA, Dec. 9, via San Francisco, 
Cal., Dec. 24.—Another attempt at revolu- 
tio the third during the actual administra- 
tion, has been made in the eastern part of this 
republic. It was short-lived, as the govern- 
ment anticipated it and made active prepara- 


‘tioms to quell the uprising. The government 


of Salvador codperated with this and pre- 
vented many would-be revolutionists from 
crossing the frontier. The operations were 
in the Departments af CHiquimula and Juti- 
apa. General Salvador Toledo, ex-Minister 
of War, was under surveillance here, but 
managed to effect his escape on the night of 
the 2lst of November. He attended the ball 
given in honor of the birthday of President 
Estrada Cabrera, but started out at 2 a. m. 
on the 22d, when all was gay and the feast 


and merriment had reached the climax. 


General Toledo’s Rapid Flight. 
General Toledo was well prepared, since 
he probably holds the record for getting 
beyond the frontier, which he accomplished 
in twenty hours. In the first war bulletin 


published here he was mentioned as the 


leader of the revolt, but reliable parties re- 
cently returned from/Salvador say that they 
chatted with him on Sunday morning last, 


j*when the revolution was at its height in 


Santa Tecla, a suburb of San Salvador, the 


climate of which town was recommended by 


President Regaldo as the most congenial 
for his health and safety. In other words, 
he was told to consider himself a prisoner 
within its limits. 

The revolutionists succeeded in taking sev-. 
eral small towns, but did not have follow- 
ing enough toretain them. The government 
mobilized a considerable army in the cap- 
ital, and this is now chasing the remains of 
the defunct revolution beyond the borders 
of the republic. Peace, therefore, again 


reigns throughout the country. 


Secures Loan for Troops. 

It is said that the government obtained 
from four of the principal banks here a 
temporary loan of $500,000 to meet the ex- 
traordinary expenditures incurred in the 
movement of troops. The conditions of this 
loan have not yet been made public. 

The revolution seems to be a mysterious 
affair. Nobody of prominence is mentioned 


as being directly concerned in it, and nobody 


appears to know in whose favor the rising 
took place. In all probability the chiefs held 
aloof to see which way the wind might blow, 
and would have declared themselves openly 
in event of the revolutionary party meeting 
with any measure of success. 


Court-Martial for Rebels. 

The extreme sentence of court-martial, it 
is stated, is being meted out to many who 
were caught with arms in their hands, while 
the unfortunates who were deluded into it 
by promises of chiefs have been sent to 
their respective homes unharmed. The gov- 
ernment has under arrest some prominent 
men in this city suspected of being in sym- 
pathy with the movement.

A story is told that at the time his wife 
killed herself it was the understanding be- 
tween her and’ Thomas that he was to Fill 
himself and the children then, but his nerve 
failed him and he failed to carry out his 
pert of the agreement. 

"On Saturday a Kansas City live stock com- 
mission firm took under a mortgage fore- 
closure Thomas’ cattle. He went to some 
of his neighbors to try to get help to save 
his horses, but was refused, Then he went 
to town and borrowed a pistol and target 
rifie. Returning, he stopped at a school- 
house where his little girl was attending a 
Christmas entertainment and took her home. 
Nothing more; was seen of the family. The 
bodies were burned beyond recognition.

WANTS LIVE STOCK CHANGES. 


Representative Bailey Says, Present 
Regulations Work an Injustice to 


| 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 


Representative-at-Large Willis J. Bailey of 
Kansas is endeavoring to secure a number of 
modifications in the regulations of the Agri- 
exporta- 
tion of live stock from one State to another, 
especially the order relating to the shipping 
of sheep, .which provides that no sheep 
affected with scabies, and no sheep which 
have been in contact with others so affected, 
shall be allowed shipment from one State 
or Territory into another, unless first dipped 
in a mixture approved by the dapartment. 
Mr. Bailey eontends that this order is 
unjust to the sheep raisers, as they consign 
their sheep to Kansas City with the under- 
standing that in the event they desire to send 
them through to Chicago they may do so at 
the regular rate to that point; which is 
little in excegs of the rate to Kansas City. 


Under the rule, however, if, when the - 


sheep are received in Kansas City and in- 
spected by the department agents, there is 
even one which is afflicted, the entire lot 
must be unloaded and ‘dipped,’ which 
necessitates a delay of from two to three 
weeks and means practically that the shipper 
must sell his entire consignment|in Kansas 
City. . 

Mr. Bailey contends that the rule should 
be madified so as to allow the shipment of 
sheep from Kansas City to Chi o, if in- 
tended for immediate slaughtering purposes, 
without this inspection, | 

The rule is now obviated, but at consider- 
able expense to the shipper, by shipping the 
sheep from Kansas City to St. Joseph and 
from that point direct to Chicago, there 
being no inspection service in St. Joseph.

OBITUARY. 


DANIEL FORD, Boston, Mass., publisher and 
editor of the Youth's Companion, died yesterday, 
aged 67 years. He was born in Cambridge, Mass., 
in 1832,. and early in life learned the trade of 
printer. When a young man he formed a partner- 
ship with the Rev. Dr. John W. Olmstead and 
they became publishers and editors of the Baptist 
weekly newspaper, then called the Christian 
Watchman and Reflector.

Clark, who 
was disbarred from practicing in the State 
courts of Montana by the Stpreme Court 
of Montana on account of having attempted 
to bribe the Legislature to vite for W. A. 
Clark for United States Senator, is now at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. In spéeaking of the 
charge made against him, anid the decision 
of the court, he said: 

* After the election of Senstor W. A. Clark 
of Montana Frederick Whitesides filed a 
petition with the Supreme Court of Montana 
charging me with having bed members 
of the Legislature to vote for ark for Sen- 


ator. 
At the opening of the tative session 


: of 1889 Whitesides was a State Senator, but 


one whose seat was at that time contested 
by Geiger, a Republican. Whitesides was 
subsequently unseated. Before the contest 
was decided, and the first day of balloting 
for United States Senator, Whitesides ap- 
peared before the joint Assembly and depos- 
ited $30,000, which, he alleged, he had re- 
ceived from me in person for the votes of 
himself, Clark of Virginia Ci Y, and Mayers 
of Ravalli County. 

** Notwithstanding the charges made by 
Whitesides, the eee preceeded ballot- 
ing for the election of A. Clark to the 
Senate. The fight in Montana between what 
is known as the Clark and Daly faction was 
so bitter, and Whitesides’ relations to Daly 
were known to be so close, and the char- 
‘acter of Whitesides is so well known, no 
credence was given to his statements that 
money was given to him by me. Prior to 
the election of Clark, and at the demand of 
the Clark forces and myself, a grand jury 
was impaneled to investigate the charge of 
bribery. After thoroughly investigating the 
matter the grand jury refused to find any 
It was after this, and for the 
purpose of making a record to unseat Sena- 
that Whitesides and the Daly 
forces made their charges before the Su- 
preme Court against me, ' 

{*To the petition of Whitesides a de- 
murrer was filed, alleging that, inasmuch 
ab the offense charged’ against me did not 
involve my professional character, and as 
no indictment had been returned by the 
grand jury,.the Supreme Court had no juris- 
diction to try the case. This demurrer was 
overruled, much to the surprise of every 
legal practitioner in the State of Montana 
and elsewhere, as it is a wellestablished rule 
that- courts will not take/cognizance | of 
‘charges against an attorney that do not 
involve }‘s professional acts, except after a 


conviction by a court of ppenpetent juris-_ 


diction. 

‘* Notwithstanding the fact that in the 
petition filed by Whitesides and in the bill 
of particulars furnished by) the prosecution 
it was charged that some twenty or more 
members of the Legislature had been bribed, 
‘no evidence was introduced except the evi- 


dence of Whitesides and “the immediately

West Side District of Associated Chari- 
|} ties Issues a Pamphlet Telling 
About Its Disbursements. 


‘The West Side district of the Chicago Bu- 
reau of Associated Charities has published a 
pamphlet containing information about the 
work of the district organization and the 
success it has achieved. This district is the 
most important of the eleven districts of the 
bureau and extends from the river to the 
western city limits, between Twelfth street 
and Chicago avenue. The territory contains 
300,000 inhabitants, among them many ex- 
tremely poor people. During the last year 
the West Side office assisted in 2,805 cases, 
representing 10,000 individuals. Business 
firms and private residents reported 662 
eases; sixty-four different churches, schools, 
elubs, charitable societies, and social set- 
tlements reported 622 others. In all, 1,184 
cases were so reported, while 1,351 applied 
of their own accord; 2,535 investigations 
were made, requiring 2,689 visits outside the 
Office, and 979 reports were sent to individ- 
uals or organizations. 

During the year $522 was expended: by the 
West Side office in emergency relief to tide 
families over until permanent help could be 
given; food was secured for 669 persons, 
clothing for 234, fue! for 315 families, rent 
for 11, cash gifts for 122, loans for 13, trans- 
portation for 28, Lodgings were provided 
for 63 homeless men; hospital care was se- 
cured for 13 people in six differeft hospitals; 
medical help was enlisted in 18 cases; visit- 
ing nurses were bevy eed in 24 cases and dis- 
pensary treatment in 15 cases.

He noted especial- 
ly that the latter so latgely escaped the 
dangers which have destroyed the influence 
of so many—narrowness' of thought, shal- 
low spiritual life, pride, and censoriousness. 

“It is a strange fact,” Dr. Mackenzie con- 
tinued, “‘ and one that strikes a kind of awe 
into the soul whenever it is contemplated 
afresh that Mr. Moody's career of evangelism 
reached its height in America during a 
period of extraordinary material prosperity, 
and reached its height in Great Britain dur- 
ing a period of extraordinary intellectual 
skepticism and religious depression, the two 
conditions most hostile to faith. In the face 
of the claims of the world he preached the 
claims of the living God and his gospel. He 
went from end to end 6f the land, calling 
multitudes away from mere earthliness of 
interest and the greed for wealth and pros- 
perity to the problem of individual salva- 
tion and the concerns of everlasting life.’

Mr. Steevens thinks that the “ most 
audacious, the most heroic, the most lunatic 
enterprise to which a nation ever set its 
hand” is that of attempting to recreate the 
native Indian in the image of men whom he 
considers mad. For India, he says, is effete. 
“Tt stPikes you as very, very old—burned 
out, sapless, tired. “Its people, for the most 
part, are small, languid, effeminate., Its 
politics, arts, industries, social systems 
stagnate, and the artificial shackles of caste 
bind down their native feebleness to a com- 
plete sterility.” But it is *‘ far too early to 
despair of India yet. It is not only the land 
‘of fronies; it is also the land of patience.”’ 

* Whatever else India may be, Mr. Steevens 
has certainly made it real to the reader, and 
hhis book is like a glimpse into the actuality, 
a vision of the unseen.

All doubts on the subject of the succes- 
sion to the Viseounty of Bolingbroke and 
st. John have been set at rest by’ the pro- 
auction of the birth certificate of the late 
“Lord Bolingbroke's 38-year-old son, as well 
ag the certificate of the old Viscount’s se- 
cret matriage with the child's mother. The 
now widowed Viscountess was at one time a 
domestic servant at Lydiard Park, the Wilt- 
shire country seat of the Viscount, and he 
married her with the most extreme secrecy 

at Bath on Jan. 5, 1893, securing the avoid- 
ance of all publicity by reason of handsome 
presents to the Registrar and Superintend- 
ent Registrar, by whom the marmage was 
celebrated. 

Lord Bolingbroke was at the time 73 years 
of age and signed the registry with an ex- 
ceedingly shaky hand. The cauple re- 
mained living at Bath under the name 
‘st. Jobn, but without making use of any 
title, none of their neighbors suspecting 
their identity. At other places they passed 
under the name of Mr. and Mrs, Wilson, 
while, when they had occasion to visit the 
Viscount’s ‘country seat, the ‘old peer 
passed as a single man, while hig wife re- 
sumed her name of Miss Howard, and her 
role of half nurse, half housekeeper. 

Eighteen months after the marriage the 
wife gave birth to a girl, who did not sur- 
vive, and it was not until March 5, 1896, 
that the now surviving son and successor 
to the title, was born at Bath, the father 
being 76 years at the time. The old Lord 
signed the registry on this occasion witha 
still more shaky hand than at the time of his 
marriage, gave the name of Vernon Henry 
to the child, signed his own name as a 
Mildmay St. John, and describing himse 
as Viscount: Bolingbroke of Lydiard Park.

THE TREND OF THE TRAIN. 

San Francisco long ago forbade expecto- 
ration on the sidewalks. Detroit some 
months ago installed at its street corners 
sigus requesting similar restraint on the 
part of pedestrians. Paris a few days ayo 
Gecided on street signs for the same pur- 
pose. That these measures were adopted 
specifically in the interest of the trailing 
skirt of the present day is not to be pre- 
sumed, since they might then be construed 
as special legislation. Still, such regula- 
Hons should have the effect of clearing the 
way, #0 to speak, for the dubious appendage 
mentioned. 

The city bacteriolozist of Buffalo two or 
three years ago found the bacillus tuberculo- 
ns in four out of fifty speciniens of sputum 
taken from the floors of street cars.

The President defends in his last annual 

message the executive order of May) 29 last 

by which he took ott of the classified civil 


service several thousand positions which 


had been included in it by President Cleve- 
land’s order of May 6, 1896, He gays the 


main object of his order was to secure “a 
more efficient and satisfactory administra- 


‘tion of the system of appointments estab- 
and that 


lished by the civil service law,” 
“it is believed the merit system has been 
“greatly strengthened and its permanence 
assured.” | 


| This roseate description of the of 


‘the executive order of May last does not 
-e¢onvince those who have taken the deepest 
interest in the merit system and have Is- 
bored most ‘strentiously for its establish- 
ment. The Civil Service Reform league, 
which held its annual meeting recently, was 
unable to find anything to praise in the ac- 
tion of the President. The review by its 
‘President, Mr. Carl Schurz, of the policy 
of the President as to civil service reform 
‘during the last year was moderate and good- 
tempered, and for that reason all the more 
convincing, Mr. Schurz showed that the 
executive order was not for the good of the 
‘public service. He does not speak on this 
question as a mere doctrinaire. He was 
‘Secretary of the Interior once. He en- 
forced the merit system when it was more 
difficult to do so than now, because there 
was no law for it. 

It will not be denied that some of the 
offices taken out of the classified civil serv- 
ice by the President's latest order were 
properly taken out of it. That is not true 
of a majority of the offices. An analysis 
of the order will show this to be the case. 
No analysis is needed, however. When a!l 
the friends of the merit system deplore the 
President’s action and all the practical poli- 
ticians and spoilsmen applaud it farther in- 
vestigation is unnecessary. 

There is no disguising the fact that the 
President has taken a backward step so 
yfar as the merit system is concerned. The 
‘slowness with which he acted argues an un- 
willingness on his part to take that step. 
Possibly he may have acted on the maxim 

of “a little evil for a great good.” He 
may have believed that by letting down the 
civil service bars somewhat he could se- 
cure greater harmony among Senators and 
Representatives of his party and a’ more 
cordial support of measures which he loohs 
on as of special importance.

If other 
cities had been protected after the same 
fashion they would have been much better 
off than they are now. The Bostonians are 
not happy, in spite of their big debt, which 
has now reached the Hberal limit set by the 
laws.

As the qual- 
ity of municipal administration improves 
it becomes safe to make imitations 
less restrictive. 

No doubt the next General deserabiy will 
be asked to let down the bars alittle. But 
those who make the request should be care- 
ful not to say anything about New York 
or Boston. Those two cities are conspict- 
ous examples of costly consequences. of a 
failure to limit rather strictly the power 
to run into debt and to levy taxes. If the

FRANCHISES IN CUBA, 

A provision in the army appropriation 
bill of last year, offered ‘by Senator 
Foraker, prohibits the granting of fran- 
chises in Cuba by the United States gor- 
ernment. This is equivalent to a complete 
prohibition of such grants for the time 
being, because there is no Cuban govern- 
ment ‘to make them.

It may 
be inspired to a considerable extent by 
American speculators, who think there is 
money to be made out of Cuban franchises, 
but Qubans are the ones who are making 
the demand. “The Planters and Farm- 
ers’ association” of Cuba asserts that the 
industrial interests of the island need the 
establishment of banks to wan money to 
those interests. It is impossible, however, 
to get charters for such banks. Some 


- Cubans say that unless railroad concessions 


ate granted the rapid development of the 
mineral, agricultural, and timber reson

T was late in November. A bank of clouds 
shut out the light of the sun and a cold 


wind whipped the waters of the great 
lake of the Illinois. The gold and crim- 
son of the maples along the western 


shore had changed to rusty brown. On the 


east the horizon was bounded by a waste of | 


angry water. The whole aspect was gloomy 
and forbidding. 

Ten birch bark canoes were paddling south- 
ward along the western shore. In the first 


were seven Indians of the Illinois tribe, who- 


had made the journey before and were acting 
as guides. In the canoe behind them lay a 
man dressed in the garb of a Jesuit priest 
and wrapped in furs, for the wind was pierc- 
ing and cold even to those:in perfect health. 
With him were to French voyageurs, Pierre 
and Jacques, both of them loving the wilder- 
ness as a mistress and devoted to the good 
father whom they accompanied. In the eight 
canoes following sat other Indians, members 
of the Illinois and Pottawattamie tribes. 
Those who used the paddies had thrown off 
their furs, while the others were wrapped in 
buffalo and deer skins. 

Night had begun to. fall:and the Indians 


in the canoe ahead were paddling swiftly and | 


scanning the shore anxiously for a suitable 
landing place; Finally they came toa spot 
where a high bluff, running down to the 
water's edge, stopped short at the edge of 


a creek. On the top of the bluff stood a | 


stone image carved in a grotesque shape, 
with mes face of a man, the body of a beast, 


Green Bay had carried in 

his overloaded canoes four large pictures of 

the Virgin, and these were displayed to the 

wandering gaze of the wandering aborigines 
_who chanced te call at the cabin of the sick 
priest. 

Christmas day, 1674, found the Party still 
living on the banks of the Chicago River. 
On the day before Indian runners had come 
in from the camp of the Illinois and hai gong 
- back to summon their fellows who professed 
the religion of Christ to come in to the hut on 
Christmas eve to attend the celebration of a 
midnight mass. So the savages in thefe 
robes of buffalo skin came in oVer the snow 
-and ice and gathered to the number of 
three score in and about the log hut ot te 
faithful priest. And there, in what waz then 
the wilderness, 225 years ago, 


howling of the wolves broke in upon thevolgs 
of the priest and the roaring fires along the 
bank of the river cast strange shadows over 
the kneeling Indians. Next day the visitors, 
who had slept about the fires, remained to 
help the two French voyagers and the 
priest in the further celebration of the hol. 
day. <A Christmas feast was served, the 
Indians eating from a huge wooden bowl, 
which was filled with porridge mixed with 
grease, each man being fed in turn with a 
large spoon by the master of ceremonies.

‘It was painted 
gorgeously in red, black, and green. Pierre 
called the priest’ s attention to the figure, and 
the hatter, speaking in the Indian tongue, 
ordered the canoes to come toa and turn 
in to the bank. 

One after the other the frail canoes grated 
on the sand and were pulled up on the shore, 
the Indians plunging waist deep into the icy 
water to get them over the shallows. Then 
from one of the cances a supply of smoked 
buffalo meat and dried Indian corn was 
taken, and Jacques superintended the build- 
ing of a fire, while Pierre saw that a shelter 
was erected under which the bed of the priest 
might ‘be laid. 
| In the morning, before the voyage was re- 
sumed, the whole party, Indians included, 
went to their devotions, after which they 
proceeded to the top of the cliff, where the 
image of the monster was set up. They 
found it was made of soft sandstone, so that 
it was easily, broken by. the hatchets with 


which they attacked it. 


“Tt is an idol,” said the young priest, who 
‘* We have done 
well to destroy it, and will set up in its place 
the holy cross.”’ 

So on the top of the bluff a cross of logs 
was raised, after which the canoes were re- 
loaded and e journey to the southward 
was renewe 

The morning was bright and sunny, the 
wind had died down, and the air was warm- 
er, but the priest in the second canoe suf- 
fered incessantly from the disease which af- 
flicted him. At noon they came tothe mouth 
of a small stream which flowed into the lake 
through low, fiat, and swampy land. The 
Indians hailed it with shouts of joy. Even 
then it was the entrance to the promised 
land, the gateway of commerce and com- 
munication between the Indians of the East 
and North and those of the West. 

As they turned their canoes into the mouth 
of the creek great flocks of wild geese and 
other birds, which were resting for a time on

thett long journey to the south, flew up into 
air. 


I can no further,” said the priest 
to his companions. “ This will be my last 
voyage. I must rest here for a time to gain 
strength for our mission to the Illinois.’’ 

So, in 1674, before the name of New York 
was invented, the man who was to celebrate 
the first Christian Christmas on the present 
site of Chicago was paddled up the CHicago 
River to a spot four or five miles from its 
entrance into Lake Michigan. For the priest 
was Father Marquette, who had set out on 
Oct. 25 from the Jesuit mission at Green Bay 
to carry the gospel to the Ililnois tribe of 
Indians at their great town near the site of 
the present village of Utica, Ill. 

Worn out by suffering and chilled by the 
cold—for the party had been more than a 
month on the way—Father Marquette was 
carried from his canoe and made as com- 
fortable as possible under a: temporary shel-: 
ter, while Pierre and Jacques, aided by the 
Indians, built a log hut on the banks of 
the stream, It was now near the close of 
the first week in December. The marshes, 
meadows, and woods were covered by snow, 


and every morning a thin scum of ice formed 


on the river. But all about the hut wild 
turkeys, deer, and buffalo were plentiful, 
so that food was easy to get, and, in those 
days, the water of the Chicago River was 
pure and grateful to the taste. 

After the log hut had been completed the 
Illinois Indians who had accompanied 
Father Marquette from Green Bay went on 
Gown the Desplaines to the Illinois and 
joined their brothers at the Indian metrop- 
olis, But, though only Pierre and Jecques 
were left. to wait upon the wants of the 
father, there were of even in 
the wilderness, to see t nothing was 
lacking. 

A hunting party of Illinois Indians was en- 


camped only two days’ journey off, and they 


frequently visited the priest, bringing him 
game and Indian corn. Then, only fifty 


miles away, 4 smaller matter in those days | 
than now, ¢ven with the advantage of steam 


and electric cars, was the cabin of two 
French fur traders, one of them, La Tau- 
pine, professing to be a gurgeon. He visited 
the good father, and preseribed such rem- 
edies as were at hand for his illness. 

But Marquette, though a sick man, did 
not forget his religious offices and the sol- 
emn responsibilities with which he felt him- 
self charged. In another hut a rude altar 
was set up, and regularly, when the priest 
was able to rise from his , Mass was

But even under the stimulus of this excite 
ment it was evident that the strength of 
Father Marquette was fast failing. He was 
consumed with a desire to reach the great 
city of the Illinois, so that he might at least

Some time after Christmas he began a no-

The exact date of their departure ental Gs 
termined by a flood which, suddenly rising, 
overflowed the banks of the river and drove 
‘them out of their hut. Through the mud and. 
water the two Frenchmen carried their 
canoes from the Chicago, to the head of tha 
Desptaines, in which swollen stream they 
embarked.. They floated down that river to 
the Illinois, and, thence, coasting the soaked 
prairies and bare, desolate woods, cumie at 
length to the great town of the Illinois. 


failing priest ‘‘ like an angel from heaven.”
